The 


Desqription  of  the  New  Congregational 
Church  in  Montclair. 

An  account  of  the  dedication  iervicef  of 
this  church  was  given  in  the  last  week’s 
RnoonD.  We  now  give  a  description  outlie 
edifice  itself. 

The  ground- plau  of  this  building  reaem 
blys  the  figure  of  a  cross,  with  one  large  aud 
three  undeveloped  arms;  the  longer  arm, 
containing  tlie  audience  room  and  main 
vestibule,  measures  100  by  00  feet  on  the 
ground,  and  has  a  graceful  spi^o  at  one 
corner,  which  partly  projects  from  the  hue 
of  the  building.  Tho.rost  of  the  building 
is  two  stories  in  height  above  the  basement 
and  measures  28  by  70  feet,  with  on  exten¬ 
sion  to  the  rear  in  tho  form  of  u  transept, 
38  by  7  feet,  aud  is  divided  on  the  ‘‘ground 
floor  into  social  parlors,  the  pastor’s  study, 
cloak-rooms,  etc.,  and  a  vestibule,  from 
which  an  easy  platform-staircase,  4$  ft.  wide, 
lead*  up  to  the  second  story,  which  contains 
the  Lecture  aud  Bubbath  School  room  and 
the  Infant  Class  gallery.  A  fino  carriage 
porch  24  by  18  feet,  resting  on  eight  posts 
with  stone  bast  s  covers  and  marks  the  en¬ 
trance  to  this  part  of  the  building.  Tliere 
are  doors  connecting  the  rooms  on  the  lower 
floor  with  the  main  audience  room  of  the 
church.-  *  .  1 

The  principal  entrance  is  in  the  front  fac¬ 
ing  the  street  aud  is  through  a  projecting 
portico  supported  on  stone  columns  with 
carved  capitals  and  surmounted  by  a  small 
open  stone  balustrade;  this  portico  connects 
by  large  sliding  doors  with  the  main  vesti¬ 
bule,  a  room  50  feet  w  ide  and  12  feet  in 
depth;  from  here  the  entrance  to  the  au¬ 
dience  room  is  made  by  two  pairs  of  folding 
and  two  single  doors  opening  opposite  the 
four  aisles  of  the  church.  At  one  end  of 
tho  vestibule  a  handsome  stairway  leads  to 
the  organ  aud  choir  gallery,  which  extends 
entirely  over  the  vestibule,  partly  project¬ 
ing  over  into  tho  audience  room.  There 
aro  no  side  galleries,  but  provision  is  made 
for  their  futuro  introduction,  when  the 
growth  of  the  congregation  require  them. 

The  main  audience  room  measures  on  the 
floor,  27  by  80  feet,  its  extreme  liiglit  being 
40  fo^t.  The  ceiling,  which  is  of  angular 
section  and  plastered,  extends  also  over  the 
organ  gallery  uml  is  supported  by  six  well 
designed  open  timber  trusses,  springing 
from  columns  19  ft.  high,  abovo  which  a 
piece  of  perpendicular  wall,  handsomely 
laid  out  in  panel  work  conveys  the  idea  of 
a  elear-storv.  The  pulpit  platform  is  placed 
against  the  end  opposite  the  main  erdranco 
and  organ  gallery,  aud  is  of  easy  access 
from  the  Lecture-room  part  of  tho  building. 

It  is  18  feet  w  ide  and  9  feet.  deep.  To  the 
r<  ;ir  of  this  platform  is  a  recess,  16  feet  wide 
and  4  feet  deep,  enclosing  a  blackwulnnt

But  it  seemed  too  much  to  ask  of  auv 
lady  teacher  to  take  the  responsihilily  of 
managing  them.  I  believe  jyiblie  senti- 
meut  would  sustain  the  authorities  ii  Ihey 
should  incur  the  expense  of  placing  a  man 
in  charge  of  this  class. 

“Next  was  Miss  Baldwin’s  class, — room 
more  than  comfortably  full,  both  sexes  and 
all  apparently  eager  to  learn.  Good  order 
prevailed,  and  the  teacher  wa  s  evidently 
laying  the  foundation  of  a  good  work.

On  either  side  of  .this  larere  central  recess

The  room  is  very  tastefully  frescoed,  the 
arrangement  of  colors  being  exceedingly 
fortunate  throughout.  The  artificial  light 
is  supplied  by  powerful  reflectors  placed 
near  tlie  ceiling,  between  each  pair  of 
trusses.  The  pews  are  of  black  walnut,  fin¬ 
ished  in  oil  und  wax.  - 

The  style  of  the  building  is  Romanesque, 
aud  all  the  inner  anaiurementH  aru  'strictly 
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subordinate  to  the  actual  requirements  and 
comfort  of  the  congregation.  The  floor  of 
the  main  building  is  raised  about  three  feet 
above  the  ground -level.  The  side  walls  are 
27  feet  in  height  up  to  the  level  part  of  the 
cornice.  Thore  ore  five  gables  to  the  build- 
iug,  enoli  containing  a  huge  window  of  ar¬ 
tistic  design,  and  finished  with  steep  pedi¬ 
ments  and  metal  finials.  The  rather  steejj 
roofs  are  covered  with  a  dark  colored  slate, 
and  broken  by. dormers  of  triangular  shape, 
the  ridges  crowned  with  ornamental  metal 
cresting*. 

The  walls  of  the  building  and  tower  aro 
faced  on  the  outside  with  Ohio  free-stone. 
On  the  inside  tho  walls  aro  brick  and  plas¬ 
tered.  The  steps  on  tho  outside  and  the 
base  course  aro  of  browu-stoue. 

The  building  in  provided  with  Roberts’ 
patent  system  of  ventilation,  by  which  a 
perfect  exhaust  and  supply  of  at  least  5,000 
cubic  feet  of  air  per  minute  can  be  kept  up 
throughout  the  building  during  all  kinds  of 
weather.  This  is  believed  to  be  the  best- 
ventilated  church  in  the  land. 

The  building  was  designed  by  and  exe¬ 
cuted  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  E.  L. 
Roberts,  Architect,  of  New  York.  The 
masonry  was  by  James  Lock,  and  the  car¬ 
pentry  by  N.  W.  Rae,  both  of  Brooklyn. 
The  fresco-painting  was  by  Otto  Ficht,  of 
New  York.  Messrs.  Hargraves  <fe  Hayes,  of 
Bloomfield,  did  the  gas-fitting  and  heating. 

On  Monday  a  milk  train  on  tlie  Midland 
railroad  met  with  a  serious  disaster  near 
Stockholm,  Sussex  Co.  Iu  crossing  a  bridge 
over  the  Pequannock  river,  the  trestle  work 
gave  way,  wrecking  the  engine  and  a  num¬ 
ber  of  cars.  ‘The  accident  was  caused  by 
tho  rain  undermining  the  foimdatiousof  the 
bridge. 


The  malicious  habit  indulged  iu  by  some 
persons  of  tearing  down  notices  and  posters 
is  one  that  needs  looking  after.  It  would 
be  w*ell  for  those  mostly  interested—- the 
town,  churches,  societies  etc.,  to  contribute 
funds  sufficient  to  erect  in  suitable  places  a 
number  of  Ixiards  upon  which  posters  can 
be  fastened  more  soonrely  than  by  tucking 
them  to  the  trees  and  fences.
